WHEREAS, she holds a master's degree in history from Randolph-Macon College and a 

master's degree in geography with an education emphasis from the University of Oregon; and  

WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 49-1-312(b), provides that all 

appointments to the committee "shall be subject to confirmation by the senate and the house of 

representatives"; now, therefore,
